DUBLIN AND WICKLOW RAILWAY COMPANY. 
The half-yearly general meeting of the directors and 
shareholders of the above company was held yesterday 
at one o'clock, at the office of the company, Westland. 
row. The chair was taken by 
The Hon. Mr. Hanpcock. 

The Secretary, Mr. Moore, read the report and state- 
ment of accounts, which have already appeared in the 
}Inisa Tres. 

The Chairman, in moving the adoption of the report 
and statement of accounts, observed that the accounts 
had been in their hands for some days, and they had an 
opportunity of examining them, and if any question 
should arise in the mind of any one present, upon which 
he would require information with regard to the diffe. 
rent items in the accounts, it would be his duty to ren- 
der every explanation. He felt considerable 
pleasure, on the first occasion that he had 
the honour of addressing them, that he could say 
their prospects were brightening. They would all per- 
ceive by the return of the traffic on the line that it was 
steadily increasing. ‘They had every reason to hope, 
and indeed he looked upon it as a matter of certainty, 
that such increase would continue for a considerable 
time. Upon leoking over the receipts upon the Dublin 
and Kingstown line when it was originally started, he 
found the receipts amounted to £35,639; and the re- 
ceipts for the last year amounted to £60, 697. That 
would show how much the line had progressed. They 
had every reason to hope,as he befage observed, that 
their own line would progress even in’ still more rapid 
proportion than that, for they were all aware that the 
beauty of the country abutting on their stations was 
such that the reserve ground would be built over ina 
short space of time. He need not detain them by refer- 
ring to the great advantages which Bray pussessed, and 


different other localities connected with the line 
as all persons were well aware of them. One of 
the most important points which he had to 
call their attention to was the proposed 


arrangements with the Dublin and Kingstown Company. 
The gentlemen present were quite aware ot the position 
in which they were placed with respect to that company, 
under old agreements and the sanction of Acts of Par- 
lament. ‘The question raised as tv the diversion of 
traffic by the Wicklow Company on the line was one of 
so much importance that, in fact, it tied up their hands, 
and they were in consequence unable to work their line 
as they wished, and give to it the advantages it ought to 
have, without laying themselves open to the charge of 
diverting the traffic from the Kingstown line. ‘The 
Kingstown Company,contemplating that, had introduced 
into the Act of Parliament, that all matters of dispute 
should be settled by arbitration—not by lawyers. People 
when they went to law generally had a very considerable 
sum to pay before they “got out of it. The directors, 
therefore, considered it was better to come to an amic- 
fble arrangement, and get rid of that question 
of the diversion of traflic, and also to get 
the unshackled management of their own line, and so 
avoidthe question ever being again raised of the diver- 
sion of traffic. Mr. Guinness, the, solicitor J would read 
for them the deed of settlement, which recited the old 
agreement between tiie two companies and the arbitration 
in reference toit; but the whole sum and substance 
of it was, that the Kingstown Company were to get five 
percent on the passenger traffic on the line between 
Harcourt-strcet and Bray, and between Kingstown 
and Bray 
A Shareholder inquired if that was on the gross 
passenger traffic ? 
The Chairman replied in the affirmative. The deed 
itself would explain the matter when it came to be read, 
but he was merely giving an epitome of it. It was a 
matter in which, even if they made a sacrifice, he did 
not think it should be objected to. ‘Ihe subject had 
been very well considered by the directors of that com- 
pany. ‘They considered that to get the uncontrolled 
management of their line was a matter of so much im- 
portance that he thought they would be prepared 
even to give a larger sum for it, for they should be all 
aware of the difficult position in which the directors were 
placed, when they could not put on an additional train 
on the ine, without being liable to the imputation that 
they wle putting on additional trains for the purpose 
of takig traffic from the other line. The next matter 
which he intended to refer to was, the second line 
of rails they were establishing to Dundrum. 
They tound the traffic was increasing so very much on 
that line, and that it was so inconvenient for one train 
to be obliged to wait on the other at the Dundrum sta- 
tion, that they found it absolutely necessary to double 
the fine ag íar as Dundrim.

INFANTICIDE AT MONKSTOWN.—CORONER’S 
INQUEST. 


Mr. James Davis, county coroner, held an inquest 
yesterday, at Mathen Terrace, Monkstown, on the body 
of a female infant which was supposed to have been mur- 
dered. A young woman named Mary Forde was de- 
livered of a female child on the night of the 23rd, which 
she alleged was still-born, but there being no person 
actually present at the. accouchement suspicion was 
seemed, and the police authorities caused an examination 
to be made of the body, when it was ed 
the child was born alive, and that death resulted 
from immersion in water. A _ respectable jury 
having been sworn, the first witness examined was 

Foster John Newland, surgeon—He deposed he made 
a post mortem examination of the body, and that there 
were no external marks of violence ; the child appeared | 
to be born in ahealthy and well-developed condition; the 
chest was expanded and arched ; examined the lungs, } 
and found them when placed in water to float ; they 
had a sensation of air in them from eompression, and 
were of a light red colour; from these signs he 
came to the conclusion that breathing was fully 
established, and that the child was born alive ; the 
lungs were highly gorged with dark blood, and there 
was also some dark blood collected on the right side of 
the heart containing mucus and air; these were symp- 
toms of drowning or suffocation ; was of opinion that if 
proper care had been observed in the accouchement,

AW IRISH ROW IN GUY’S HOSPITAL, LONDON. 

SincuLaR APPLICATION BY THE MepicaL SUPERIN-

gular circumstances :---He said that a male patient died 
in one of the wards at 4 o’clock in the morning. The 
wife was there, and left shortly afterwards, but returned 
in- about an hour with a number of Irishmen, and de- 
manded the body instantly to be delivered up to them. 
The.gate-keeper told her that he could not comply, as it 
was against the rules of the hospital. They then all 
rushed in, and, headed by the female, entered the ward, 
and forcibly carried away the corpse. Their conduct 
caused considerable excitement in the building at that 
unseemly time in the morning, and as it was likely to be 
of much inconvenience if such conduct was repeated, he 
wished his worship’s advice how to act against the 
female. 

Mr. Combe---Was any opposition given to the latter 
as to the remyval of the body after death had taken 
place ? . 

Dr. Steel—Yes, sir. It is against the rules to remove 
them so soon. “The corpse is first removed to the dead- 
house, where it remains for a short time, and then given 
up on application-of the relatives.

Dr. Steele---No, sir; unless with the consent of the 
relatives, or a post mortem ordered by the” authorities ;
